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Summary:

This bill creates new options on motor vehicle registration and driver’s license application forms
for voluntary contributions to various organizations. This bill directs the Department of Highway
Safety and Motor Vehicles (DHSMV) to include voluntary contribution boxes for the following:

¢ Blind Babies and Blind Youth Services (motor vehicle registration and renewal forms);

e Senior Vision Services (driver’s license applications and license renewals and
extensions);

e Arc of Florida (motor vehicle registration and renewal forms, as well as driver’s license
applications); and

¢ Ronald McDonald House Charities of Tampa Bay, Inc. (motor vehicle registration and
renewal forms, as well as driver’s license applications).

This bill substantially amends sections 320.02, 322.08, and 322.18, of the Florida Statutes.
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. Present Situation:

Driver’s License Check-offs

Section 322.081, F.S., outlines the procedure for an organization to follow pre-legislative review
for a new voluntary contribution option on a driver’s license application. To satisfy initial
requirements, the organization must submit to the DHSMV at least 90 days before regular
legislative session:

e A rrequest for the specific voluntary contribution, with a general description;
An application fee of up to $10,000, not funded through state dollars, to defray the
DHSMV’s costs to review the application and develop the check-off; and

e A sshort and long-term marketing strategy and financial analysis outlining anticipated
revenues and planned expenditures of the collected revenues.

The DHSMV must discontinue the check-off if less than $25,000 has been contributed by the
end of the fifth year, or if less than $25,000 is contributed during any subsequent 5-year period.*

Pursuant to s. 322.08(7), F.S., the driver’s license or duplicate application form currently
includes the following check-offs, except for Prevent Blindness Florida and Family First, which
are authorized for driver’s license renewal forms pursuant to ss. 322.18(9)(a) and (b), F.S.,
respectively as summarized below:?

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Motor Vehicle Registration Check-offs

Section 320.023, F.S., outlines the procedure for an organization to follow pre-legislative review
for a new voluntary contribution fee on a motor vehicle registration application. To satisfy initial
requirements, the organization must submit to the DHSMV at least 90 days before regular

legislative session:

o Arrequest for the specific voluntary contribution, with a general description;

e An application fee of up to $10,000, not funded through state dollars, to defray the

DHSMV’s costs to review the application and develop the check-off; and

e A short and long-term marketing strategy and financial analysis outlining anticipated
revenues and planned expenditures of the collected revenues.

DHSMV must discontinue the check-off if less than $25,000 has been contributed by the end of
the fifth year, or if less than $25,000 is contributed during any subsequent five-year period.

The Arc of Florida

The Arc of Florida lists on its website that it advocates for the rights and full participation of all
children and adults with intellectual and developmental disabilities. The Arc of Florida indicates
that it works with local, state, and national partners in fulfilling its mission.°

Ronald McDonald House Charities

Ronald McDonald House Charities lists as its mission the improvement of health and wellbeing
of children. In addition to the Ronald McDonald House program, which provides affordable
shelter for family members during a child’s hospital stay, the charity chapters support a variety
of other programs, which may include a Ronald McDonald Family Room, a Ronald McDonald
Care Mobile, and college scholarships for high school students.’

Il. Effect of Proposed Changes:

This bill would add new options for voluntary contributions to driver’s license and motor vehicle
registration forms. A voluntary contribution option would be provided for the Florida Babies and
Blind Youth Services, the Arc of Florida, and the Ronald McDonald House Charities of Tampa
Bay, Inc. According to the DHSMV, all of these organizations have met the pre-approval
requirement for legislative review.

The organizations identified in the bill will benefit from contributions made through these
various driver’s license and motor vehicle application forms. Fiscal impact regarding
monies generated through public contribution is unknown and cannot be estimated.

Government Sector Impact:

The Florida Association of Agencies Serving the Blind, Inc., has paid an application fee
of $10,000 each for motor vehicle registrations and driver’s license applications, for a
total of $20,000, to defray DHSMV’s costs for reviewing the application and developing
the check-off.

The Arc of Florida has paid an application fee of $10,000 for motor vehicle registration

applications to defray DHSMV’s costs for reviewing the application and developing the
check-off,

Ronald McDonald House Charities of Tampa Bay, Inc., has paid an application fee of
$10,000 each for motor vehicle registrations and driver’s license applications, for a total
of $20,000, to defray DHSMV’s costs for reviewing the application and developing the
check-off,

Therefore, the Highway Safety Operating Trust Fund has received $50,000 in revenues
from application fees, which, should this bill pass, would be expended in programming
costs in the same amount, through the Highway Safety Operating Trust Fund, for a zero
net gain or loss of state revenue.

The Department of Education indicates that neither the Division of Blind Services nor the
Department expects a fiscal impact from this bill.
